DOUBT REMOVED REGARDING 
NORTHWESTERN PROMOTER. 


Recognized as W. F. De Larm, 
ee Millionaire and Alleged 
Get- Rich-Quick Schemer. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

PLACHERVILLE (Cal.) June 30.— 
[Exelusive Dispatch.] The last lin- 
gering doubt existing in the minds of 
government officials and members of 
the Placerville Commandery of 
Knights Templars, that the man who 
died here several weeks ago under 
the name of W. E. Williams was not 
Wardner B. De Larm, alleged get- 
rich-quick promoter, has been dis- 
pelled by the identification of photo- 
graphs of the dead man. These 
photographs were sent to Portland by 
The Times correspondent, and word 
was received hére today that identifi- 
eation had been completed. 

There are circumstances surround- 
ing the death of the Seattle and Port- 
land promoter that probably never 
will be cleared up. Somebody in 
Seattle evidently directed the move- 


‘ments of De Larm from the time he 


fied from Seattle, January 29, under 
Federal indictment at Portland, until 
he died in a local hospital. 

Six months ago De Larm was a sur- 


cessful promoter of the Northwest, a 


man of whom James J. Hill, the rail- 
road magnate, said, “If I had known 
of De Larm thirty years ago, we 
would have owned the West by this 
time.” At that time De Larm's per- 
sonal wealth was estimated at $1,- 
000.000. Six months later he was 
working as a day laborer for 35 cents 
an hour, hidden away in the Sierras, 
in a construction camp, a fugitive 
from justice, hig form gaunt and ca- 
daverous and racked by pain, his rai- 
ment tattered and torn, 

De Larm's personal effects were 80 
meager they were found crammed in 
one shabby imitation leather suit case. 
Fearing that he might die, De Larm 
apparently had destroyed papers or 
documents that would tend even to 
hint at his identity.

Both Gentlemen Hand Out 
Peppery Statements.

Mr. Clark declared “false and in- 
famous” Mr. Bryan's implied accusa- 
tions that thev ote of the New York 
delegation placed him under obliga- 
tions to J. Pierpont Morgan, August 
Belmont and Thomas F. Ryan. 

READY LETTER WRITER. 

The Clark statement was in the 
form of a letter to Senator Stone of 
Missouri, replying to one pledging 
him continued support and urging him 
to remain a candidate before the con- 
vention until a nomination was made. 
Mr. Clark pledged himself to do 80. 
but said had it not been for the fact 
that a majority vote had been cast 
for him on ten successive ballots he 
would not encourage any movement 
that might tend to create a deadlock. 

EPISTOLA AD BRYAN. 

His letter was as follows: 

“Replying to the communication of 
my supporters, forwarded to me by 
you, I beg to say that in ordinary cir- 
cumstances I would be the last to en- 
courage any movement which might 
tend to create a deadlock in a Demo- 
cratic national convention and thete- 
by perhaps imperil the standing of

THE THUTH. 

“It is undoubtedly true that the 
custom of our party was violated 
when the convention refrained 
ratifying by a two-thirds vote the 
expressed wish of a majority.

He 
says that he has one or two men in 
mind whom he believes will make 
Ideal commissioners. So much of that 
snarl has been unravelled, but’ the 
hitch comes when the Mayor naively 
admits that the men of his choice

WHAT OF WORK NOW? 

Just what shape the harbor plans 
are in at the present moment is 
merely a matter of conjecture. No 
one seems to know exactly.

Sergeant of Chinatown Squad Will 
Study Sitka Birds for Department 
of Agriculture and Collect Speci- 
mens for the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion—Goes at Once. 


Secretary of Agriculture Wilson has 
comissioned Sergeant George Willett, 
in charge of the Chinatown squad, to 
go to Alaska, to make a study of ver- 
tain birds inhabiting the islands near 
Sitka, and collect specimens for the 
Smithsonian Institution. Sergeant 
Willett has been granted a sixty-day 
leave of absence from the police force, 
with a thirty-day extension of time 
should his labors require it. He will 
leave Los Angeles day after tomorrow 
and sail from Seattle for Sitka next 
Sunday. The commission received by 
Sergeant Willett makes him temporary 
warden of the Stlasana reservation, 
where he will make his headquarters. 

“I do not know just what is ex- 
pected of me,” said the sergeant yes- 
terday. The telegram I received 
said I would find full instructions by 
mail awaiting me at Seattle. In a 
general way the department wants me 
to study the bird and game conditions. 
existing on the islands off the shore 


from Sitka. The message says I am 
expected to bring back some speci- 
mens.” 


About two months ago Sergeant 
Willett went below Magdelena Bay, 
off the west coast of Mexico, on a bio- 
logical expedition for the County 
Museum in Agricultural Park. The 
chief mission of the expedition was 
to locate a herd of seal elephants, said 
to be inhabiting the waters of a small 
group of islands off the coast of that 
republic not a great distance from the 
southern border line. The sergeant 
brought back a number of valuable 


fowl and bird specimens for the 
museum. No trace of the seals was 
found.

LAMES PUT OUT 
STREET LIGHTS. 


TRANSFORMERS TRANSFORMED 
INTO RUIN OF SCRAPS, 


Electric Substation Destroyed 
When Wires Are Crossed and 
Current Eats Through Insulation. 
Boyle Heights in Darkness for 
Hours Until System Is Repaired. 


Property valued at more than $10,- 
000 was destroyed by fire yesterday 
afternoon when crossed wires started 
a blaze in the transformer-room of 
the River Substation of the South- 
ern California Edison Company and 
extinguished for a time all lights in 
the Boyle Heights district between 
Vernon and Central avenues. 


The fire was discovered when a 


cloud of smoke suddenly arose 
through the ventilator shafts and a 
hurried call was sent for the depart- 
ment. Nearly twenty minutes’ delay 
was experienced in shutting off the 
power on the primary leads charged 
to a potential of more than 15,000 
volts as it was necessary to send me- 
chanics to the switch station at Sixth 
and Mateo streets to open the circuits. 

By the time the lines were rendered 
harmiess the flames had eaten 
through the insulation of the cables 
and a moment later a burst of flame 
from the big transformers gave notice 
that these machines had been ruined. 

The one-story corrugated 
building was only slightly damaged 
by the fire and it is estimated that 
$200 will cover the damage to it. 

As soon as the last spark had died 
out workmen were sent to neighbor- 
ing sub-stations and within an hour 
the crippled system was receiving cur- 
rent switched through from the cen- 
tral source of power. 


It will require several days to in- 


stall new transformers which are kept 
on hand for use in cases of emer- 
gencies.

Unionism Facing Crisis in 


Federal Court Today. 


Ruling May Throw Open 
Books of Secrets. 


Pohlman Shielding Leaders 
L Own Inference. 


What the accredited legal repree 
sentatives of the labor unions declare 
to be a decision marking a turning 
point in the history of organized labor 
will be rendered this morning by 
Federal Judge Wellborn, in the United 
States District Court, in the contempt 
proceedings growing out of the effort 
to get before the United States grand 
jury letters and documents purporting 
to throw light on the dynamite con- 
spiracy. 

Should H. W. Pohlman, business 
agent of the International Association 
of Bridge and Structural Ironworkers 
and financial secretary of its Seattle 
branch, be ordered to produce these 
documents, the laborite attorneys de- 
clare that it will mean everywhere in 
the country -the opening of the books 


ot the labor unions to the courts of 


justice. That results unpleasant to the 
labor unions are expected to follow 
such a process is inferred by the des- 
perate fight which has been made in 
the District Court against the estab- 
lishment of that precedent. In the 
argument made by Pohiman’s attor- 
neys against the admitting of the 
documents, the statement was made 
that the case is of greater importance 
to the future of unionism than the 
Gompers and Mitchell case in Wash- 


| ington. 


Admittedly the documents, sup- 


posedly containing correspondence de- 


tween Pohlman, John J. McNamara 
and E. A. Clancey, are of greater im- 
portance as bearing upon the dynamite 
conspiracy itself than upon the part 
that the Seattle union alleged to 
have played in it. Although the re- 
calcitrant witness is withholding the 
evidence on the technical right of non- 
incrimination of himself, he has re- 
peatedly stultified that claim by the 
assertion that there is no damaging 
evidence against him in any of it 

The inference has been freely drawn 
that Pohiman is availing himself of 
the constitutional privilege for the 
purpose of shielding such other labor- 
ite leaders as are implicated by the 
documents. Up to the time that a 
joint telegram was sent to Pohlman's 
representative in Seattle, bidding him 
te forward the letters, books and 
papers immediately, Pohiman had 
manifested a great eagerness to be of 
assistance in the prosecution of the 
dynamite investigation and had prac- 
tically volunteered to secure the evi- 
dence in question. It was only, ap- 
parently, when he actually secured 
personal possession of the books that 
he determined to advance the plea of 
fearing self-incrimination, in the same 
breath admitting this to be a quibble. 

It is frankly admitted by the Pohl- 
man defense that the government 
would have a right to demand the pa- 
pers if the respondent were an official 
representative of a corporation. It is 
the contention, however, that the Se- 
attle branch of the International As- 
sociation of Bridge and Structural 
Tronworkers is a voluntary organiza- 
tion, constituted for self-protection, 
and not amenable to the ordinary legal 
procedure. 

A — |. by Judge Wellborn 
against Pohlman, if sustained by the 
higher courts, would mean that it 
would be impossible for labor unions 
to participate in conspiracies against 
persons and property involving neces- 
sary correspondence without the fact 
becoming known.

And when Jesus was busy in service 
He seemed as if His work as preacher 


He seemed the superlative preacher. 
And binding all together was a per- 
fectly evident passion to save men. 
“And superiatively unselfish as each 
of these motives was yet the very ones 
whom He served turned against Him. 
He served at the greatest cost of per- 


His physical energy without measure 
and without complaint. He suggested 
at one time to His disciples that they 
go into a desert place and rest awhile. 
But the crowds thronged Him, and he 
turned ggain to His unselfish labor for 
others —mostly the thankless. To 
work, to work not for Himself but for 
others, and to work without a word of 
complaint was a th Him. 

“And in His ministry of teaching 
was the same predominant passion to 
instruct His fellow men and to teach 
them right. For thirty years He held 
Himself in humble training. Then He 
came forth from Nazareth ready to be 
the leader of the world’s spiritual 
thinking for all mankind. And at 
once He began His unique and divine 
mission. He taught so simply that 
the child could understand but so pro- 
foundly that all ages since have stood 
in reverence at His feet to learn of 
Him. As one sees Him as Teacher it 
is to note the divine passion for truth 
and His intense desire to reach all 
manner of people.

Ab- 
normal as he was he was a salutary 
antidote to an anemic and distempered 
society and contributed much to the 
healthy, vigorous faith and life of the 
nineteenth century. 

There were two distinct 
bound up in one, and they lived in 
totally different worlds.

No matter how many dis- 
appointments he experienced it was a 
resource that never failed him. 

“It was Rousseau the dreamer who 
was the eighteenth century's prophet 
of a better day and who ushered in our 
modern ideals. He was the John the 
Baptist of his time in the wilderness of 
Oppression and pain and artificiality 
crying, ‘repent for the kingdom of 
equality, fraternity and liberty is at 
hand as soon as you make yourselves 
ready to occupy it.’ 

“He held two contrasting pic- 
tures before a world of unrest and dis- 
content. He showed them a world of 
tyranny and misery and pain; a world 
of artificiality and superstition and in- 
justice; a world of consuming passion 
in which class was arrayed against 
Class and nation against nation; a 
world of hate and strife and bitterness 
with all the human elements blindly 
consuming each other. And he said, 
this is the unreal world in which we 
have become enthralled for a time be- 
cause we have followed false teachers 
and false ideals. 

“Beside this picture he held up a 
picture of his dream world—a world 
of purity and loving affection; a world 
of harmony and unity in which all did 
right and each did as he wished be- 
cause each wished to die right; a world 
of liberty, fraternity and equality; and 
he said to them, this is the real world, 
the world you have turned your backs 
upon, a world that awaits you and 
which you may enter at any time if 
you but turn to the true teachers and 
ideals; when you are willing to sit at 
the feet of nature and learn of her as 
a little child you will find the right 
Way, your troubles will speedily come 
to an end and the kingdom will be 
realized. 

“It was this vivid setting forth of 
the contrasting lives and the passion- 
ate faith in nature and human nature 
to achieve the better life, that became 
the gospel of the political, religious and 
social revolutions of the latter half of 
the eighteenth century.“

TEMPLE BAPTIST CHURCH. 
MAKING LOVE FOR AMUSEMENT THE 
CAUSE OF MORE DIVORCES THAN 
DRUNKENNESS, SAYS PASTOR. 

Dr. J. Whitcomb Brougher preached 


to a large congregation last night at 


Temple Baptist Auditorium on “The 
Evils of Flirting.” He took for his text 
Romans 12:9, which reads: “Let love 
be without hypocrisy.” He said in 


“Flirting ts defined as the process 
of making love for amusement, for the 
mere purpose of conquest without sin- 
cerity of intention. The very idea 
contains the thought of insincerity, 
hypocrisy and deception. In the very 
nature of things young men and wom- 
en will be more or less coquettish. 
There is a vast difference, however, 
between the harmiess pleasantries 
that pass between young people in a 
sincere, jovial way, and the methods 
of the flirt. The flirt is by nature a 
hypocrite, in motive he is a deceiver, 
and in life a scoundrel. No yougg 
man who has any sense of humor will 
consider love in a frivolous manner 
and seek to decelve a young woman 
in such a sacred matter. 

“It is difficult to tell whether young 
men or young women are the greater 
sinners in this regard. I suppose in 
this matter, as in all others, the young 
women can match, if not excel, the 
young men. The habit of flirting is a 
very common one, and is not only de- 
grading in itself but leads to evils 
much worse. The young man who 
‘gets the habit’ of flirting will soon find 
that it is virtually impossible for him 
to be absolutely true to any woman. 

“The young man who acquires the 
habit of filrting before he is mar- 
ried will find it very easy to get back 
into the habit again if things do not 
go just as they ought to in his own 
home. A young woman is a fool who 
marries a flirt with the expectation 
that he will be absolutely true to her. 
A young man is a fool who marrips a 
girl who has the habit of flitting from 
beau to beau like a butterfly from 
flower to flower. She may be beauti- 
ful and attractive but he needs be 
et lest she flit after she is mar- 
„More cases of divorce have grown 
out of the flirting habit than have beer, 
occasioned by the cause of drunken- 
ness. There are two or three rules by 
which young people ought to regulate 
their lives in relation to each other. 

“First—A young man should treat 
young women in the same manner that 
Jesus Christ treated all women. In 
this matter, as in all other things, 
Jesus Christ has given us the ideal. In 
His treatment of women, Jesus was a 
kind, considerate, absolutely sincere 
brother. He treated women just the 
same as he treated men. 

“Second-—A young man should treat 
young women just as he would want 
other men to treat his mother or his 
sister. This is a rule that he can very 
easily keep in mind. It commends 
itself as being perfectly just and in 
every way true. A young man has no 
right to act toward any young woman 
as he would not wish another man to 
act toward his sister. 

“Third—A young man should hold 
in highest regard his own reputation 
and the reputation of all women. No 
young man of decent character and 
respectable reputation will ever do 
anything in word or manner to destroy 
the reputation of a young woman. 
That fellow is a contemptible scoun- 
drel who is not only mean enough to 
flirt with a young woman, but goes 
about gossiping over the conquest. 

“Fourth—A young man should al- 
ways be perfectly honorable in love 
and marriage. There is no word n 
the human language that has more of 
joy or more of sorrow wrapped up in 
it than the little word, ‘love.’ It 
means heaven or hell just in propor- 
tion as it finds truest satisfaction in 
the person loved, or finds it has been 
deceived and disappointed.”

Still the 
“frogreating Frenchman” was a byword on 
all English lips and the “frog eater” was 
also for many years applied to French- 
men by Americans, not only by ‘travelers 
in Europe, but in Washington, Boston and 
New York,

first orders given by Englishmen visiting 
Paris and Nice is for frogs’ lees, either 
fried or fricasseed. The same may have 
been said of Americans visiting Paris forty 
years ago, but since then the catching, 
breeding, rearing, fattening and sending to 
market of frogs has become a great busi- 
ness by the owners of ponds contiguous to 
Boston.

Belgium’s State Rallways. 
Col. H. A. Yorke’s report on the con- 


struction and working of light railways in 


Belgium contains material for a strong in- 


‘dictment of state ownership. 


“The dominant factor,” he says, “is the 
question of finance. It is here that the 
greatest difficulty would arise. 

“Even in Belgium the average dividend 


ot all the light railways is today only 2.5 


per cent. and ig steadily decreasing. Many 
lines pay nothing, and the dividend is ob- 
tained by setting the receipts from the 
prosperous lines against the losses on the 
non-paying lines. 

“Such a dividend is, therefore, only pos 
sible when all the lines are in the same 
hands, and even then is not sufficient to 
attract the investor. In England the ex- 
perience has been much the same, though 
on a much smaller scale. 

“Hnglish companies would s ob 
ject to the financing and ownership by the 
government and public authorities of an 
extensive system of light railways. The 
cry of competition would at once be raised. 

“Theoretically, the question of competi- 
tion should not arise, the underlying idea 
being that light railways should feeders, 
and not competitors. That is the theory, 
and it may be that in Belgium fact and 
theory coincide.” 


THE MOON NOT ROUND. 

That the moon is not round but oval is 
the conclusion reached by Prof. Castadilobo 
of Coimbra University, Portugal, the report 
of whose observations during the recent 
total eclipse of the sun was read before the 
Academy of Sciences. He took cinemato- 
graph pictures of the whole of the eclipse 
and was rewarded in finding from the films 
that at the time of maximum obscuration 
the moon, while completely blotting out the 
sun at top and bottom, did not quite cover 
it on the right and left. From this he con- 
cludes that the satellite, like the earth, is 
not a sphere. The difference between the 
greatest and least breadth is, however, ¢@s- 
timated by him at less than three miles.

BIG PURSE AT IMPERIAL.

L CENTRO, June 30.—Interest in 

the automobile road race July 4 

is at a high pitch, and many of 
the entrants are on the course daily 
trying it out and tuning up their 
machines for the grilling run. 

Twelve entries have been made in 
the contest for the $5000 purse, and 
twelve Imperial Valley cars are be- 
ing put in trim for the big- event. 
The list closed Friday with these en- 

nts: Fred Fuller,  thirty-horse- 
power Reo; Ed de Lovelace, fifty- 
horse-power Knox; W. I. McCoy, 
thirty-horse-power Chalmers; C. E. 
Conant, thirty-horse-power Buick; 
Phil Brooks, thirty-horse-power Mer- 
cer; T. A. Cox, thirty-horse- power 
Reo; H. G. Sherwood, twenty-horse- 
power Hudson; H. C. Bliss, twenty- 
horse-power Ford; F. V. Waters, 
forty-horse-power Halliday; E. J. 
Lyons, forty+horse-power Buick; F. 
H. Stanley, twenty-horse-power Flan- 
ders; R. H. Ruth, forty-horse-power 
Pope-Toledo. 

Because of the difficulties of the 
206-mile course and the size of the 
purse, the race is arousing keen en- 
thusiasm. This will be the hardest 
race ever fun here. as Imperial Val- 
ley roads in midsummer present prob- 
lems that will prove a severe test of 
both the drivers and their machines. 

The race will be run in three laps, 
making a circuit starting at Braw- 
ley and including Alamofrio, Holtville, 
the Ten-foot Drop, the CG. M. Ranch, 
Calexico, El Centro and Imperial, 
back to Brawley. This circuit is 68.7 


miles in length. 

Each lap of the course has *thirty- 
seven turns, besides nine miles of 
sand and 105 culverts and bridges 
over irrigating mains and laterals. ;

By a ruling of the committee in 
charge, all care entered must have 
been in the Imperial Valley sixty 
days, and must be driven by Imperial 
Valley drivers, thus barring outside 
professionals with their racing ma- 


chines. No other restrictions have 
been made.

Taft, not because 
they liked him less than his oppo- 
nent, but because they imagined that 
in this way they could embarrass the 
common enemy. That was very poor 
and dishonest politics, but it is pos- 
sible under the primary system, and 
been practiced in other States 
in numerous elections, the primary 
ns being so insecurely guarded 
as to make it possible for who 
are not qualified to vote at the gen- 
eral election and who are not identi- 
fied with the party with which they 
vote at the primaries to decide oft- 
entimes who the candidates of the 
op tion party shall be. 
ot only does the primary system 
open the way for the expenditure of 
vast amounts of money, but it makes 
it practically impossible for the man 
without money, whatever his ability 
and fitness, to “go into politics,” it 
being required in some, if not all, the 
States in which the system has been 
adopted to pay the costs of the elec- 
tion. Candidates are “assessed” be- 
fore they can enter the race and 
have thier mames placed on the offi- 
cial ballot. The assessment is grad- 
ed according to the salary and per- 
quisites of the ‘office for which the 
candidate is runntng, and this assess- 
ment goes into the party treasury. In 
addition the candidate desiring a 
square deal is under the necessity of 
paying for his own watchers and ral- 
liers and managers. At the last pri- 
mary election for United States Sen- 
ator in South Carolina, the best-fitted 
man expended about $20,000 for 
legitimate purposes and was defeated. 
In one of the Western States a can- 
Aidate for Governor spent $100,000 
in his race and his opponent, who 
didn’t have the money, spent $60,- 
000. These cases could be duplicat- 
ed in all the States where the pri- 
mary system is in force and the ex- 
penses required in the primaries are 
not in the public interest, not for 
the general election, but onjy to de- 
termine who shall run for office. The 
m breeds corruption, indeed, in- 
vites corruption, and fails to give the 
people the opportunity of selecting 
the best men to represent them in 
places of high responsibility. 

The primary system does more 
than encourage corruption, magnify 
the demagogue, multiply elections, 
and operate against the man of small 
means: it wearles the people with 
politics, and when the novelty is worn 
off causes them to neglect the first 
duty of good citizenship—active par- 
ticipation in the political affairs of 
their neighborhoods and States, and 
in the larger affairs of the nation. 

With the dose of primaries the 
country has had in the campaign now 
ended, it ought to be practical, as 
it is certainly most desirable, to re- 
nounce this system as a thing to be 
avoided on every ground of public 
good. 

Life ‘Tine Used by Mountaineers. 

{Fry's Magazine:] The ropes used 
by Alpine climbers are of special 
manufacture, combining as far as pos- 
gible the differing qualities of strength. 
flexibility and lightness. Three quall- 
ties are in general use, being made 
from Sisal, Italian and Manila hemps, 
respectively, and occasionally, when 
cost is not a consideration, of silk. The 
latter, though very light and strong, 
is not so durable as the others. That 
which finds most favor among British 
mountaineers, is known as Bucking- 
ham’s Alpine rope; it is made of the 
best Manila hemp. 

In the year 1864, Mr. McLeish re- 
calls, a committee of the Alpine Club 
made tests upon a number of ropes 
suitable for mountaineering. Of the 
two that were approved one was made 
of Italian hemp and the other of Ma- 
nila. They both had a breaking strain 
of two tons and sustained the weight 
of a 12-stone man after falling from a 
height of ten feet. Non-mountaineers 
have sometimes considered this insuffi- 
cient, but it is highly problematical 
whether the human anatomy could 
survive the sudden compression of a 
thin rope arising from any greater fall.

EUROPEAN LOTTERIES. 
‘ 
Are Conducted Honestly and the 

People Regularly Consider Them as 

an Investment. 

[Westminster Review:] Lotteries 
as conducted by European govern- 
ments may be earnestly defended 
These state and municipal lotteries 
are conducted fairly and honorably. 

Let us take what happens when an 
English city and likewise a French 
city wish to make loans. Perhaps the 
English municipality raises £1,000,000 
at 3 per nt. The interest per an- 
num is £30,000, which is distributed 
pro rata among the bondholders. 

In France it is very different. The 
Same amount may be raised and at 
the same interest. But the full 
amount of the latter is not out 
annually. A certain propo 
ig reserved for a special fund. From 
this fund a great number of cash 
bonuses are distributed among the 
bondholders. The drawings take place 
at fixed periods, generally every two 


d receil 

n ving the largest bonus 
(£41,000 it may be) is automatically 
canceled, and thus the city reduces 
its debt year by year. e the 
English corporation at the efd of 
the time has not only d out more 
interest than the French have, it still 
owes the full £1,000,000 and has to 
establish a sinking fund to meet it. 
Those who do not draw a bonus have 
the security of their capital and in- 
terest guaranteed, while the bonds 
are ultimately eemable at par 
value, which is generally mofe than 
the original cost of the bond and oc- 
casionally twice as much. 

It is not an exaggeration to say 
that hardly a single investor is to be 
found in the length and breadth of 
France who has not at least a few 
hundred francs in either rentes or in 
officially authorized municipal loans. 
He invests it in a lottery 
bond, of which he may buy as little 
as a fourth, or in some instances 
ven a There are draw. 
ings four, six or eight times a year, 
as the case may be, and the prises 
vary from £4000 to . £20,000, with 
— prizes worth from £46 to 

The method of the drawings is 
naturally of interest. The law of the 
land enacts that they must take place 
in public and no one can be refused 
admittance. At each drawing the 
governor of the bank and other of- 
ficials are present. First, a list of the 
big prizes to be drawn for is read 
out and the number of those bonds 
which are to be redeemed at par is 
stated. Each number is drawn by a 
boy from a large revolving drum, and 
before putting his hand in the open - 
ing the boy faces those present with 
his hands in the air, fingers out- 


read, and with his arm bare to the 


elbow to show that nothing is con- 
cealed. 

As he takes each scroll from the 
apparatus, the chief official present 
removes the copper covering and 
reads out the lucky number, after 
which the scroll is passed around to 
the press for verification. This is re- 
peated until all the prize-winning 
numbers have been drawn. After 
this, the drawing for the bonds which 
are redeemed at par takes place, the 
boy drawing them in handfuls and 
putting them in a crystal bowl, from 
which they are taken, sorted and 
counted by the clerks. After the 
drawing, the wheel is sealed and put 
away until the next occasion. The 
boy who does the actual drawing is 
— oe from one of the 
schools or orphanages and is 
10 francs for his trouble. 3

HAILED WITH DELIGHT. 


_ Children Eager to Absorb Instruc- 
tion the Modern System Supplies 
to Them in Attractive Form. 
Summer Instruction to Start To- 
day and Thousands Are to Attend.

There are to be no dull Jacks in Los 
Angeles this summer; that if the 
education know themselves 
—and they think they do—for bright 
and early this morning the summer 
schools, and the play grounds are to 
be opened for the vacation campaign.

for the sessions will last only during 
the morning, and home work is re- 
duced to a minimum, leaving the aft- 
ernoons and evenings free for recrea- 
tion, and proper enjoyment of the true 
vacation spirit. 

Another advantage of the summer 
work is the large measure of individ- 
ual instruction which is possible be- 
cause of the comparatively small 
classes as contrasted with those of 
the regular school year. At the Los 
Ahgeles and Polytechnic high schools 
intermediate and high school work is 
to be given from the seventh to the 
eleventh grades inclusive. 

At the Macy- street school regular 
subjects will de taught and also sew- 
ing, cooking, sloyd, expression, music, 
manual arts, and swimming.

[Washington Post:] The last 
few years have witnessed marked im- 
provements in municipal governments 
in America,” declared Howard B.

periments to learn the source of the 
trouble. The aluminum illness was 
treated first by Prots. Heyn and Bauer 
of the laboratory at Gross-Lichter- 
felde, near Berlin.
